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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments/remarks, filed on 3/12/08, have been fully acknowledged. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Watabe et al. (JP 
2005-059267). A certified English-language translation will be relied upon for the citations 
below. A copy of the certified translation is included with the Office action. 

Claim 1 : Watabe et al. teaches a composition comprising (A) a hydrolyzable silyl group- 
containing organic polymer containing at least 1.5 hydrolyzable groups per molecule and having 
a number average molecular weight of 8,000 to 50,000 (paragraph 0008), (B) a hydrolyzable 
silyl group-containing organic polymer containing 0.5 to 1.5 hydrolyzable groups per molecule 
and having a number average molecular weight of 300 to 8,000 (paragraph 0008), and (C) a 
tackifier resin such as epoxy resins (paragraph 0041). Watabe et al. further teaches curing the 
compositions (paragraph 0001). Because Watabe et al. teaches all of the claimed ingredients and 
amounts of instant claim 1, it follows that the compositions taught by Watabe et al. are taught to 
be used as an adhesive and thus would inherently possess the claimed adhesive strength property, 
since a composition and its properties are inseparable. See MPEP 21 12.01 . 

Claims 2, 3 and 5: Watabe et al. further teaches that components (A) and (B) are each 
composed substantially of polypropylene (paragraphs 0014, 0042 and 0043). 
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Claims 4, 6 and 7: Watabe et al. further teaches that the hydro lyzable silyl group is of 
general formula (I) of instant claims 4, 6 and 7 (paragraph 0017). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants 
argue that the amendment removes the prior art rejection of Watabe et al. because Watabe et al. 
is silent in regards to the adhesive strength of the cured compositions taught therein. However, 
as cited above, because Watabe et al. teaches all of the ingredients and amounts as claimed, the 
compositions taught by Watabe et al. are taught to be used as an adhesive and thus would 
inherently possess the claimed adhesive strength property.
